Your letter at hand concerning the Bryan dollars. 
I am enclosing a list of those which we heave for sale. Our 
 Seeiety hag heen @spesially interested in Bryan dellars fer 
twenty-five geare and hes iisted over 125 varieties. 


In brief, the history of them is as fellowes: 
They were issued by anti-Bryan factions in 1896 and 1900 
during the two Free Silver campaigns. Various silversmiths 
isauec pieces in silver, showing the difference between a ‘ 
dollars’ worth of silver and a silver dollar. Individuals 
and die-sinking firme issued satirical pieces in iron, lead, 
aluminum, etce - most of these were groteque, and alli satiri- 
cal. They vary in size from the size of a half-dollar to 
10 or 12 inches. Mest of them, however, are within three 
and five inches. Today, as a series, they are rare, as the 
bulk of them were thrown away after thé campaigns, when the 
novelty had worn off. |
